The request, how- 
ever, was refused, and Mr, Lubuo 1s 
now awalling the return of Attorney- 
general Grogs, when ho will make per- 
sonal application for a freo pardon for 
Belly, 

Luff was to have been tried by Judge 
Lees, at Wainwright, but on tho advice

Servians have lost 
more men than ip the whole previous 
conflict, and semi-official statements 
Issued at Belgrade have the appear- 
ance of an intention to prepare the 
public for news of a disaster, Des- 
perate fighting with fluctuating for- 
tunes is proceeding from the vicinity 
of Vardar and Bregalentza rivers, which 
seems to be in favor of the Bulwarians, 
Important news has been received of 
the Bulgarian Invasion of Servia 
through Belogradchyk, about 45 miles 
northeast of Niah, Servia's most im- 
portant fortified town.. No indication 
is given of the strength of the Bul- 
arian column at that point, but the 
Rulgarians claim to have defeated the 
BServians and captured five guns an 
a quantity of other war materials, and 
by the occupation of the passes to have 
opened the road to Nish, 

There is heavy fighting also between 
the Servians and the Bulgarians to the 
south of Istip, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Kotehana. About 200,000 men 
are engaged and the losses on both 
sides, appear to be terrible, 

Bulgaria's strategy appears to be to 
hold the Greeks in check probabiy with 
comparalfvely smail forees, while she 
deals with Servia. This assumption, if 
cortect, would explain the victorious 
advance of the Greek army, 

Unconfirmed reports credit the Bul-

ELIMINATION OF THE WAR SCARE 
WILL IMPROVE SITUATION IN THE WEST, 

If the dispatches of today may be accepted as authentic, there is no occasion: for 
worrying about the financial effects of the newest Balkan war. European powers ‘have de- 
cided by mutual consent that the only interest they may have in the matter is to localize the 
trouble. The Balkan states are to be left to fight it outsamong themselves with no rule ex- 
cept the survival of the fittest. i 

In a word, this means that there is no very great danger of the war spreading to other 
countries in Europe, and with the feeling of apprehension thus relieved it may be expected 
that the financial market will now very quickly settle down to its normal course, relieved of 
the strain caused by constant anticipations of a world war. Seer 

This, however, cannot be taken to mean that money for western development will be 
as free again as it was a year or two years ago. Entirely different reasons’ having nothing 
whatever to do with the war, have worked together to make money more valuable in the 
old country, from where Canada gets her supply of borrowed capital. Most potent of these 
reasons is the immense boom in industrialism which has set in in Great Britain. Imports and 
exports show that trade is livelier there at the present time than at any time in the previous 
records of the country. Every factory is busy and every man in the country is profitably 
occupied. Added to this is the enormous outlay occasioned by the development bill, lately 
put into operation throughout the British Islands, a scheme for rebuilding Britain which is 
taking an immense amount of ready money. ‘These together make a demand for money right 
al home which makes it much less profitable than.it was some few months ago to send the 
money to the dominions beyond the seas to earn larger returns in interest. _ 

However, the principal effect: of the activity in the old country, at least so far as Can- 
ada is concerned, will be to make interest rates higher, and hereafter, even with the war 
feature eliminated, it may be taken for granted that Canadian undertakings will have to find 
their money in the London market in direct Competition with a British demand which here- 
tofore was upon an entirely different plane from that of the dominion. 

li may as well be taken for granted that from this time forward. cities, provinces and 
those larger undertakings which have practicatly eliminated risk will no longer be able to get 
inoney on the same favorable terms as in daysgone by. But with the disappearance from the 
market of the war scare, they wili at least be able to get money on the terms that are, even 
though these terms entail a higher cost for every enterprize undertaken in the west.

past few weeks. He has now evolved a 
scheme ine which all the larger cities 
| might profitably co-operate. 
| With this object in view, Mr, Hall 
has written to six cities in Alberta, Sas- 
kalchewan and Manitoba, in which he 
asks their co-operation in a scheme to 
organize and run a “Western Canada” 
train through the northern central and 
| western. states. : 
; The idea ts this: Edmonton, Calgary, 
| Medicine Hat, Moose Jaw, Regina, Sas- 
| katoon and Winnipeg each are asked to 

supply twelve men who will agree to 
| pay thelr share. of the expense of char- 

tering a special train for two or three 
weeks. ‘ 
All Kinds of Exhibits, 

The train will be conducted some- 
what along the lines. of the “Made In 
,Canada" train which has recently con- 
‘ cluded its tour of the west. The train 
| will be titted up with exhihits of all 
| kinds, showing the products_of ‘West- 
;ern Canada. And the twelve men from 


; each of the seven cities named will take” 


' the trip, each one acting as a “booster” 
for Western Uanada as a whole. 

“Tt these other cities agree to fint 
the fwelve men who will be willing to 
put up the nevessary expense money, I 
think Edmonton will be able to supply 
twelve men, also,” said Mr. Hall this 
morning. "If arrangements can be 
carried out, the train should leaye Win- 
nipeg sometime in September. The 
route svi include Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, and-trom there the train will go 
through most of the northwestern 
states, I belleve that the publicity 
gained would prove of great value to 
Western Canada." 

Scheme fs Praoticable.

| Hall Is -quite practicable is evidenced 
i from the fact that business men of 
|Portland, Oregon, recently carried out 
;2 similar campaign. One hundred and 
, fifty men in Portland agreed to furnish 
; $1,000 each. This paid all the ex- 
/penses, including ensertainment, of a 
; train trip through Washington, Oregon 
and a part of California, 

Mr, Hall does not believe ‘that the 
‘expenses of the Western Canada train 
need be nearly so heavy, and has an 
Idea that if Portland could find 150 
men who would give a $1,000 each, 
that the seven avestern cities named, 
jcould easily find 12 men each who 
would agree to furnish the expenses of

Largest Reduction Is to the A, 
McDonald Company Which 
Takes Off $7000 


FIFTY SILVER HEIGHTS 
LOTS CUT OFF $100 EACH 


Mrs, M. L. Berthiaume Is Al- 
lowed $1500 Off Two Lots 
on the River Bank as She Is 
Not Allowed to Build, 


At the city council court of appeals, 
held fn the council chamber this morn- 
ing, only four of the list of appeals 
brought up from. the commissioners’ 
court were allowed. 

The largest reduction was made to 
the A. MeDonald company. This 
Wholesale property has been assessed 
at 899,000 for two corner lots, Mr, 
Cooper appeared on behalf of the con.- 
pany, and secured a reduction of 87,- 
000, making the assessment now 
stand at $92,000. 

The plan of assessment has been 
to assess all four corners equally, but 
the inside lots immediately adjoining 
the corner lots on the south of Atha- 
basca avenue are more valuable than 
those north of the avenue, and there- 
fore When the total assessment of the 
two lots on the south corner are com- 
pared with the lots across the street, 
there is a difference shown, 

The court held that the two Jots {An 
the north corner should be as yaluable 
as those on the sonth and accordingly 
reduced the assessment. 

Reduction on Lots. 

A. E, Latimer appealed against the 
assessment on 50 lots In Silver Heights, 
South side, On lots 5 to 43 inclusive, 
In block 8, and lots 7 to 14 Inclusive in 
plock 42, he was allowed a reduction 
of $100 a lot, the lots being reduced 
from $550 to 8450 each. 

Mrs. M. L, Berthiaume, as the own- 
er of lots 10 and 14, In block A, R.L. 
12 and 44, appealed against the assess- 
ment. These lots are located on the 
river bank, and as she has been re- | 
fused permission’ to build on these 
lots she was allowed a reduction of 
$1,500. on an assessment of 84,500 for 
the two lots. 

M. H. McCray -appealed against an 
assessment of §22,500 on one trian- 
Sular lot in the Groat estate, He con- 
tended that on account of the peculiar 
shape of the lot it was not as valuable 
as the adjoining lots. Although this 
lot coAtains more ground it is not as 
suitable for building purposes. The 
council reduced) the assessment. by 
82,000. E 

John Skinner, owner of lots;3 and 
4, block, 241, assessed at 81,500 each, 
pecured a reduction of 8500 on each 
ot. 


C.P.R. Too Late. 


These were all the appeals that were 
heard favorably. The appeal of the 
G.P.R. was not handed into the city 
olerk in time, and so was not allowed. 
The G.N.R. appealed against the assess- 
ment on their terminals and freight 
yards, but the appeal was not allowed, | 

‘Alderman Livingstone suggested that 
It would be a good idea to have the 
rules governing appeals against assess- 
ment printed en the back on the assess- 
ment notices, so that citizens would 
know what was the proper procedure 
in order to appeal. 

Mayor Short said ha thought - it 
would be a wood idea to have the fi- 
nance and assessment committee of 
the council meet the assessor at the 
beginning of each year and discuss 
with him the general policy to be fol- 
lowed during the year in making up 
the assessment. In this way the coun- 
cil would know along what lines the 
assessor was working. cs
